In  such  items  as  Phlox  Paniculata  and  Iris  we 
grow  only  the  varieties  whose  color  of  bloom  and 
habit  of  plant  admit  them  in  our  judgment  to  a 
worth-while  garden.  All  the  mediocre  we  discard. 

We  also  aim  to  eliminate  all  varieties  of  plants 
which  succumb  to  our  winters,  offering  only  the 
hardy  kinds,  with  but  few  indispensable  exceptions, 
such  as  Salvia  Patens  and  Commelina,  whose  in¬ 
comparable  blue  cannot  be  omitted. 

W^e  take  pride  in  making  this  catalog  reliable  in 
its  descriptions  and  as  helpful  to  the  gardener  as  so 
brief  a  guide  can  be.

Annuals 

We  highly  recommend  the  use  of  an¬ 
nuals,  not  only  for  the  picking  garden, 
but  also  to  lend  informality  to  the  edging 
and  in  certain  instances  for  association 
with  perennials. 

We  grow  only  the  choicest  items  from 
strains  of  seeds  we  know  to  be  reliable. 
Many  we  import  from  England  from 
various  growers  there,  and  in  quite  a  few 
instances  we  have  located  unusually 
reliable  and  beautiful  items  among  our 
American  seedsmen. 

Each  season  these  annuals  are  in  great 
demand,  and  since  last  year  we  had  to 
disappoint  late  comers  in  several  in¬ 
stances  with  “Sold  out,”  we  urge  you  to 
place  your  order  early.  Orders  are  filled 
in  rotation. 

All  annuals  are  sold  in  trays  holding 
twelve  plants,  with  a  few  exceptions  sold 
ex-pots.  We  cannot  sell  broken  trays 
but  we  have  a  few  put  up  in  assorted 
colors  to  suit  those  who  prefer  mixtures. 

AGERATUM  “Blue  Perfection”;  i8".  Lovely 
associated  with  Southcote  asters  or  pink  or  buff 
phlox  drummondi.  “Imperial  Dwarf  Blue,”  6”. 
Try  this  with  our  dwarf  phlox  drummondi  “Pink 
Beauty”  or  “Apricot”  for  an  unusual  edging.

ANAGALLIS  (Pimpernel):  6".  Another  edging 
plant,  blooming  persistently,  with  flower  of 
indigo  blue.
